The McKinley bill and the Farmers’ Al- 
liance movement may possibly result in the 
loss by the Republicans of their Congressman 
in the First Kansas District. The result will 
be close, the fight being between Case Brod- 
erick, Republican, and Thomas Moonlight, 
Democrat, with chances slightly favoring the 
election of Broderick. In the second E. H. 
Funston, Republican, will be reélected by a 
plurality of 4,000, The Third District is the 
most closely contested in the State. Two 
years ago B. W. Perkins had a majority of 400 
over the Union Labor and Democratic candi- 
dates. This year only one candidate, B. H. 
Glover, President of the Farmers’ Alliance, is 
opposed to Perkins. Neither candidate claims 
his election by over 800 majority. Harrison 
Kelley will be reélected in the Fourth Dis- 
trict by from 4,000 to 7,000 majority. In the 
Fifth District there is no doubt of the election 
of William B. Phillips, Republican, over 
John Davis, Farmers’ Alliance, by a majority 
variously estimated from 1,000 to 3,000. Three 
weeks ago the defeat of Webb McNall, Repub- 
lican, in the Sixth District was conceded. At 
that time only one other candidate was in the 
field, William Baker, the nominee of the 
Farmers’ Alliance. Since then, however, the 
Democrats have held a  conven- 
tion and unexpectedly nominated Tully 
Scott, who will take a good 
many votes away from Baker, possibly enough 
to elect McNall by a small plurality. J. R. 
Hallowell, Republican, is contesting the 
Seventh District with J. A. Simpson, Farmers’ 
Alliance candidate, indorsed by the Demo- 
crats. Two years ago this district gave a Re- 
publican majority of 15,000, but the Republic- 
ans claim it now only by from 2,000 to 5,000. 

Gerrymandered in Kentucky. 

On account of the gerrymandering act 
passed at the recent session of the Kentucky 
Legislature, the Democrats will gain two Con- 
gressmen and will send a solid delegation with 
the exception of the Eleventh District, which 
was redistricted so as to contain all the Re- 
publicans of the east end of the State. The 
Republicans will make a strong fight in the 
Second District, the Gibraltar of Democracy, 
and the enthusiastic ones are claiming a vic- 
tory for their candidate, who has received the 
indorsement of the Farmers“ Alliance. 
In the Ninth District the Republicans are 
vourting the Farmers’ Alliance, with slight 
chances of success, which would insure the 
election of a Republican. The Democrats 
will return the old members from the First, 
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Eighth 
and Ninth Districts. Much interest is mani- 
fested in the Sixth (Carlisle’s) District, and it 
is likely that Dickerson will be retired and T. 
F. Hallam of Covington elected in his stead. 
There will be a light vote polled in the Third, 
Fourth, and Sixth Louisiana Districts, where 
there is no opposition to the Democratic can- 
didates for reélection, Messrs. Price, Blanch- 
ard, and Robertson. In the Fifth Boatner has a 
negro opponeut which will bring out a good 
vote. In the Second Logan, a Democrat, will 
be elected by about 3,000 over Coleman, a Re- 
publican. In the First District Meyer, Demo- 
crat, may pull through by a very close vote, 
owing to the dissension m the Republican 
ranks and the lottery opposition to Warmoth. 

The next Congressional delegation from 
Maryland will probably be as follows: First 
District, Henry Page, Dem.; Second, Her- 
man Stump, Dem.; Third, Harry Weller 
Rusk, Dem.; Fourth, Isidore Rayner, Dem.;

CONRAD FOLZ 


CUMBS TO PNEUMONIA, 


He Had Been Suffering for a Month with 
an Asthmatic Affection Which Devel- 
oped Into the Disease That Caused His 
Death—One of Chicago’s Earliest Pio- 

Appointed Guardian of Prisoners 

ss 1860—End of an Active Life, 

Conrad Folz, for twenty-four years jailer of 

Cook County, died of j at — resi- 

— No. 267 North avenue, at 7:80 last even- 


For a month Mr. Folz had been suffering 
with an asthmatic affection. A week ago he 
came home seriously ill and had to take to his 
bed. The disease developed into pneumonia 


and became so malignant that last Wednesday 


evening his life was despaired of. Death set 
in twenty-four hours later. 
A large crowd of friends called at the resi- 


dence at the oid Folz’s Hall, North avenue 


and Larrabee street, to condole with the fam- 
ily. Sheriff Matson was due of the first to 
call, and many old settlers who used to know 
Folz when he first came to Chicago sat in the 
old place and told stories of thirty-five years 
ago when Conrad Fol settled at that corner. 
He was a pioneer in those days. The City of 
Chicago did not then extend much beyond 
Division street. When Conrad Folz built his 
house at Larrabee street and North avenue he 
could see across a stretch of prairie to 
Division and Sigel streets, and over a mile or 
so of brushwood towards the lake. Others 
followed the pioneer, and the country became 
settled. 
He Built Folz’s Hall. 

Conrad Folz erected a two-story brick 
building and put a hall in it, and all the 
political meetings used to be held there. 
Then he put a large frame structure over it, 
almost the size of the block that now stands 
at that corner. Charies B. Farwell, A. C. 
Hesing, and other mighty politicians of those 
days used to drop in and talk politics. 

At that time Conrad Folz was a contractor. 
He helped do the canal work m Bridgeport 
and laid out streets. Then he took to garden- 
ing. He was a Democrat in the days before 
the war. In 1857 he was appointed bell- 
ringer at the old Court-House. 

The secession question grew hotter and Con- 
rad Folz joined the young Republican party. 
His friend A. C. Hesing was elected Sheriff, 
and Folz was appointed jailer in 1860. He re- 
mained in that office through successive ad- 
ministrations till Kern was elected Sheriff 
and Agnew and Hoffmann followed. For six 
years the Democrats held the county. In 1880 
Gen. Mann reappointed him jailer, and he 
held the office to the time of his death. 

When the big tire came Folz’s Hall was de- 
stroyed and his little fortune swept away. 
With $5,000 which the tna Insurance corn- 
pany paid him he commenced once more to 
acquire a competency. He still owned the 
land at the old corner where Folz’s Hall used 
to stand and 227 feet on the opposite side of 
Larrabee street, north of where the police 
station now stands. He rebuilt Folz’s Hall and 
accumulated some property.. 

At his death he leaves about $100,000 to his 
surviving. children, most of it being in real 
estate. 

He Was a Devout Catholic. 

Conrad Folz was a religious man. He was 

among those who first organized St. Michael’s 
parish and helped build the first little frame 
church. The parish grew to be the largest 
Catholic one in Chicago, and now owns the 
magnificent St. Michael's Church. one of the 
grandest structures of its kind. Conrad Folz 
was a devout Catholic all his life. 
He obeyed to the fullest extent the scriptural 
injunction to people the earth. When he left 
his native town of Rampstein in the Rhenish 
Palatinate in 1849 he was accompanied by the 
Roos family, and after staying for a year in 
Pennsylvania and Buffalo, N. Y., he reached 
Chicago and married one of the daughters, 
Magdalena Roos, She died in 1864. Some 
years later he married Margarete Full, also a 
Bavarian, a native of Wurzburg, who died 
about seven years ago. He had a 
family of seventeen children, of whom eight 
survive. Two of those who died lived to be 
married; the others died young. Those who 
survive are the two eldest sons, Otto, who is a 
deputy jailer, and Charles, who is employed 
in the County Clerk’s office; Lena Edelmann, 
Emma, Carrie, Lilly, Lambert, and Bertha. 

Conrad Folz was 64 years old when he died. 
He belonged to a number of benevolent socie- 
ties—the Independent Order of Foresters, two 
organizations of sharpshooters, the Garfield 
Turnverein, and the Arbeiter Unterstützungs- 
verein. 

A Consistent Republican. 

Since he first joined the party Conrad Folz has 
been a consistent Republican. He never took 
an active part in National politics save at the 
convention which nominated Grant the first 
time, when he was an alternate. For many 
years he attended the State conventions as a 
delegate, and always took an active interest 
in local politics. 

The funeral will take place Sunday at1 p. 
m. from St. Michael’s Church to St. Boniface 
Cemetery.

CANADA AND A HIGH TARIFF, 
Strong Feeling Growing Up Among Cana- 
dian Buslness-Men. 

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 16.— Special. }—Accord- 
ing to the Government officials intelligence 
from the various provinces indicates that there 
is a strong feeling among business-men in the 
country in favor of Canada adopting a higher 
tariff in order to practically exclude American 
products, both raw and manufactured, The 
Dominion last year imported meats, grain, 
flour, and other food from the United States 
at a cost of over $11,000,000.

Democratic paper to get. “Tariff reform 
with the Boston concern means free trade, but 
this paper is for free trade neither after nor 
before elections. It is at all times for protec- 
tion, but it has differed from members of its 
own party as to the degree of protection. 
Thus it opposed some of the provisions of the 
McKinley bill, not because the duties were 
protective, but because they were needlessly 
high. It found no fault with the principle of 
protective duties, but merely with the unnec- 
easary extent to which it was carried. 

Thus this paper is consistent, which is more 
than can be said of the Herald. Though pro- 
fessing free trade it has howled when the pro- 
tection given to any Massachusetts industry 
was diminished. It grieved over the reduction 
of the unnecessary duty on binding twine, 
while had it been faithful to ite principles it 
would have rejoiced at the cut made and re- 
gretted only that the entire duty, which is 
protective, was not swept away. 

The Herald says further: 


left the Republican party. He is in favor of 
taking off all duties on foreign products 
which would compete with American indus- 
tries, and of levying his duties on non-com- 
petitive commodities after the English tariff 
fashion. Palmer opposes any duty that pro- 
tects an American industry, declaring in his 
recent utterances that “ protection is a policy 
of degradation. This paper is in favor of 


on the reciprocity plan advocated by the 
statesman Blaine, and imposing such duties 
on competitive ones as will protect the Amer- 
ican workingman from having his wages cut 
down to the European standard. Palmer 
never has deviated: from his free-trade dog- 
mas which he imbibed from Calhoun. 

Palmer is in favor of opening the markets 
of the world to the agricultural products of 
this country, But he wishes to do it in such a 
way as tosmiash the manufacturing interests 
of the United States. The European nations 
take now all the American breadstuffs and 
most of the provisions they want. Tun Tan- 
ung is not in favor of coaxing them to take a 
little more by the sacrifice of the American 
manufacturing industries. It prefers to find 
new markets for the farmers’ surpluses in the 
Latin-American States, which can be disposed 
of there without prostrating American in- 
dustry. 

It would be well for the Herald to familiar 
ize iteelf a little with the sentiment of its own 
party at the West before it again charges Gen. 
Palmer with being a protectionist on the 
same platform as Tun Taru. The Demo- 
crats of the West are unfalteringly for free 
trade, and therefore for the European scale 
of wages. They are not like some of those at 
the East—in favor of free trade, but against 
the abolition of protection. 


ABOLISHING THE MILITARY DIVISIONS. 

For many years the United States has been 
divided for military purposes into three divis- 
ions—of the Atlantic, of the Missouri, and of 
the Pacific. So. long as there was a Lieu 
tenant-General commanding the army with 
headquarters at Washington each of these di- 
visions was commanded by a Major-General, 
With the exception of the Division of the At- 
lantic they are divided into departments, 
whose commanders report to their division 
commander, who in turn reports to Wash- 
ington. 

The Secretary of War has been desirous for 
some time of abolishing these military divis- 
ions and retaining the small departments, 
whose commanders would report direct to 
Washington. He is said to urge this on 
grounds of economy and efficiency, and unless 
some effectual remonstrances are interposed 
be may carry his point. | 

But there are many strong reasons why the 
present system should not be abandoned. The 
principal one is that it has worked admirably 
in the past. Time and again there have been 
Indian outbreaks extending from the north- 
ern boundary of Texas to the British posses. 
sions which would have been far more dis- 
astrous than they were but for the presence of 
a trained soldier at Chicago who harmonized 
and controlled the actions of the different de- 
partment commanders, who would not other- 
wisé have acted in concert. If each of them 
bad been compelled to apply to Washington 
for instructions operations would have been 
carried on with that weakness and uncertainty 
which are the curse of a too highly centralized 
system. There are no Indian wars on the 
plains at this moment, but there may be in a 
week, for they come umannounced like a 
thief in the night.” If they do come they 
can be dealt with far better by present meth- | 
ods than any new ones. 

The citizens of Chicago are against u change 
because they believe it would be injurious to 
their own interests, This city has twice re- 
quired the presence of Federal soldiers—once 
at the time of the fire and once during the rail- 
road disturbances of 1877. On each occasion 
Gen. Sheridan was on duty here, recognized 
the need of the troops, and had them brought 
on. There is no telling when there may be 
need of troops again. There may be mobs 
and riots which ordinary agencies cannot quell 


with that quickness which is necessary to pre 


vent the destruction of much property and the 
loss of many lives. Every citizen would feel 


se | soldier was in command here who had author- 
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letting in all non-competitive products free } 


resourdes of the United States and the way in 
which our people have but little more than 
begun to dig up and utilize the vast wealth of 
mineral treasures which lie at their feet. 
They held their convention in New York, 
visited the East, went to Pittsburg, came on 
to Chicago, and divided here into bands to 
look over the Gogebic iron mine region and 
the Alabama iron and coal fields, They have 
seen the great outlines in the features of our 
mineral system, and something of the princi- 
pal cities ag well as the people. It will be in- 
teresting to know how they have been im- 
pressed by what they saw and heard and the 
kind of report they will make to their fellow- 
craftamen and kinsfolks at home. If pleased, 
gratified, perhaps astonished, what pojnts and 
places have most engaged their favorable 
attention? 


In New York they saw absolutely methine th in 


the line of their particular research. They 
saw little except an overcrowded narrow 
tongue of land connected by a big bridge with 
its principal suburb, a new aqueduct, a 


‘statue of the Goddess of Liberty presented to 


the citizens by Paris and almost violently 
pressed upon them before they would consent 
to take it, a number of tall buildings in the 
lower part of the city, no specially attractive 
residences except the Vanderbilts’, and a sys- 
tem of elevated steam-car railroads not es- 
pecially pleasing to the eye, however it may 
be useful in aiding the grand rush of humanity 
to and from the business quarter at the two 
ends of the active day. They did not see the 
inside of a private house, no Chamber of 
Commerce, and none of the distinguished peo- 
ple. They met no fellow-craftsmen, and no- 
body except hotelmen and hack drivers 
seemed to take any interest in the visit. They 
received no more attention than if they had 
been so many emigrants landed at Castle Gar- 


den outside of that vouchsafed by the cringing / 


crew who wanted pay for the service. At 
Pittsburg, their first interior halting place, 
they fared better so far as attention went, but 
the scanty hotel accommodations were not 
sufficient for comfort. They were saluted by 
men of like pursuits with themselves, and saw 
manufactures of glaes, iron, and steel in the 
rougher forms, carried on with the advan- 
tages conferred by the presence of coal and 
natural gas taken from the bowels of the earth 
in the immediate vicinity. 

Then the visitors came to Chicago. They 
staid here only two days, but in that short 
time saw wonders. As expressed by one 
of their number, they were agreeably sur- 
prised to find the Mayor of the city receive 
them in person, bearing with him a cordial 
welcome from the Common Council. They 
were not only met by civic dignitaries and 
members of their own profession, but all the 
other representative men of Chicago acted 
towards them with cordial hospitality. The 
foreigners found here a city which has 
practically grown up out of cinders and ruins 
within nineteen years, yet with a population 
two-thirds as large as the one of 250 years’ 
growth on Manhattan Island, and adding each 
year to its numbers at least twice as many as 
the 40,000 per annum accretion claimed for 
New York. They were shown inside of our 
Board of Trade, on which is transacted a 
large part of the produce business of the en- 
tire continent; a stock-yards and packing- 


house plant which has no parallel in the world, 


a bank which handles more of the money of 
business people than does any other in the 
United States, the magnificent Pullman plant 
for supplying the rolling stock of the rail- 
roads, and the great rolling-mills on the Cal- 
umet, which run out the tracks and vast 
quantities of iron and steel used in other 
forms of construction. They saw the Audi- 
torium Building, with its fine,banquet hall 
and other hotel accommodations scarcely to 
be equaled, ite unequaled audience hall in 
which was nominated the President of 
the United States, and its tall tower, ascended 
by ecommodious elevators, from the top of 
which, 250 feet above the lake level, they could 
obtain a view of our grand driveways and 
park systems, the envy of a continent. They 


looked over a city which distributes 100,000,000 | 


of gallons of water per day over 100 square 
miles of territory and is now constructing a 
further extension of the service of 100 millions 
gallons a day by pushing a tunnel four miles 
under the lake. They saw in all this evi- 
dences that the people are not only hospitable 
but enterprising, wide awake, still expanding, 
and extending at a rate unknown in the Old 
World or elsewhere in the New. They could 
see for themselves that the taunts and sneers 
of New York’s envious people about the 
primitive conditions in Chicago wers entire- 


ly without foundation, and that they have 


struck the focus of commercial energy of the 
continent as well as its geographical center. 

The comparisons and contrasts thus brought 
to the attention of our recent visitors, not 
forced obtrusively upon them but suggesting 
themselves without being mentioned, cannot 
but be considered again and again, talked 
over during the leisure of the return voyage, 
spoken of and written about after reaching 
home. The great manufacturing interests of 
Europe, of which these men are exponents 
and constitute a considerable part, will for the 
first time be informed correctly in regard to 
the position of Chicago with reference to the 
rest of the United States. They will know that 
it is the second city in the Union in point of 
population, the first in activity and enterprise, 
and containing a people which so far as recent 
experience enables them to determine is the 
most hospitable and therefore the most de- 
serving of the return compliment which the 
true gentleman is always ready to accord. 
May it not be said, without boasting, that the 
charge of this “six hundred”? upon our city 
has resulted in a victory of peace, the effects 
of which will be plainly visible a couple of 
years hence in the volume of preparation in 
| Europe for representation and personal at- 
tendance at the great World's Fair?

This vindicates Judge Pren- 
dergast, and shows that the News is vilifying 
him most causelessly.

Not having a sufficient 
income to cut much o a figure 
on the turf, he squandered what he 
had upon a ballet girl, whose mother acted 
as his housekeeper in his bachelor apartments, 
The minx, it seems, proved as fickle as she 
was fair, however, and the next day after Von 
Schelinitz’s death young Schaumberg was 
found in his rooms with a bullet in his 
brain. The following Saturday night the 
startling news spread abroad that the body 
of Baron von Loeper, still a member of the 
same coterie, had been found hangi 
from.a tree in the Oranienburg forest. Von 
Loeper was a well-known figure in the Casi- 
nos and on the race courses. The fourth and 
last of this unparalleled series of self- 
murders was / perhaps the most remarkable of 
them all. Baron Normann was long ago voted 
the richest officer in the imperial army. He 
killed himself by taking poison. He had lost 
a great part of his fortune on the turf.“

DISMISSED BY THE COURT. 


The Case Against D. B. Martin Referred 
to the Inter-State Commission. 
Crevetanp, O., Oct. 16.—In the United 
States District Court today Judge Ricks 
rendered a decision dismissing the cases 
against General Passenger Agent D. B. Mar- 
tin of the Big Four railroad and Auditor P. 
A. Hewitt and Ticket Accountant F. M. Brine 
of the same road. The case of Martin, who 
was charged with a violation of the 
Inter-State Commerce law by sell tick- 
kets below the established rate, was before the 
jury, while Hewitt and Brine were 
with contempt for not producing cer- 
tain papers before the grand jury. The de- 
cision of Judge Ricks refers the case of Mar- 
tin to the Inter-State Commission, which may 
investigate it and if it is found that there was 
a willful violation of the law further action in 
the courts may follow. 


East-Bound Freight Problems. 

The Freight Committee of the Central Traffic 
Association concluded itslabors yesterday. It ap- 
proved the proposed rates on lumber and its 
products from points on the Duluth, South-Shore, 
and the Atlantic railway via Mackinaw to points 
in the tetritory of the Central Traffic Association.

The fact of the 
matter is that nincteen out of twenty black- 
smiths don’t know thefirst thing about shoeing, 
ahorse. By the way,do you know that the 
trotting record will be lowered next year to 
something like a mile in two minutes?’ 

How will that be done?
